Mr.  Wrighti  from  the  joint  committee  appoint* 
ed  to  wait  on  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
and  inform  him  that  the  two  Houses,  having 
formed  a  quorum,  are  ready  to  receive  any  com- 
munications he  may  be  pleased  to  make  to  them, 
reported  that  the  committee  had  performed  that 
service,  and  that  the  President  answered  that  he 
would  make  a  communication  to  the  two  Houses 
this  day  at  12  o^clock. 

A  Message  in  writing,  was  then  received  from 
the  President  of  the  United  States  by  Mr.  Todd, 
his  secretary,  who  delivered  in  the  same  at  the 
Speaker's  table,  and  withdrew. 

The  said  message  was  read,  and  is  as  follows : 

Fellow-Citizens  of  the  Senate 

and  of  the  House  of  Representatives  : 

In  reviewing  the  present  state  of  our  country, 
«ur  attention  cannot  be  withheld  from  the  effect 
produced  by  peculiar  seasons,  which  have  very 
generally  impaired  the  annual  gifts  of  the  earth, 
and  threatened  scarcity  in  particular  districts. 
Such,  however,  is  the  variety  of  soils,  of  climates, 
and  of  products,  within  our  extensive  limits,  th 
the  aggregate  resources  for  subsistence  are  mo^^ 
than  sufficient  for  the  aggregate  wants;     And  « 
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far  as  an  econom/  of  coDsumption^  oiore  than 
u«uai,  may  be  necessary,  our  tnankfultteas  is  due 
to  Providence,  for  what  is  far  more  than  a  compeo* 
sation,  in  the  remarkable  health  which  has  distiflk*. 
guished  the  present  year. 

Amidst  tne  advantages  which  hav«  succeeded 
the  peace  of  Europe,  and  that  of  the  United  Statei 
with  Great  Britain,  in  a  general  invigoratioQ  of  in** 
dustry  among  us,  and  in  the  extension  of  our  cooh 
merce,  the  value  of  which  is  more  and  more  die* 
closing  itself  to  commercial  nations^  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  a  depression  is  experienced  by  pv* 
ticular  branches  ot  our  manu&ctures,  and  by  a 
portion  of  our  navigation.  As  the  first  proceed$t 
m  an  essential  degree,  from  an  excess  of  imported 
merchandise,  which  carries  a  check  in  its  own  ten* 
dency,  the  cause,  in  its  present  extent,  cannot  be 
of  very  long  duration.  The  evil  will  not,  however^ 
be  viewed  by  Congress,  without  a  recollection,  that 
manufacturing  establishments,  if  suffered  to  sink 
too  low,  or  languish  too  long,  may  not  revive^ 
after  the  causes  shall  have  ceased ;  and  that^  in 
the  vicissitudes  of  human  aflfairs,  situations  may 
recur,  in  which  a  dependence  on  foreign  sources, 
for  indispensable  supplies,  may  be  among  the  most 
serious  embarrassments. 

The  depressed  state  of  our  navigation,  is  to  be 
ascribed,  in  a  material  degree,  to  its  exclusion  from 
the  colonial  ports  of  the  nation  most  extensively 
connected  with  us  in  commerce,  and  from  the  in- 
direct operation  of  that  exclusion. 

Previous  to  the  late  Convention  at  London,  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  the  re- 
lative state  of  the  navi^tion  laws  of  the  two  couo- 
%  tries,  growing  out  of  the  treaty  of  1794,  had  given 
fo  die  British  navigation  a  material  advantage  over 
the  American^  io  tne  intercourse  between  the  Ame- 
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nean  ports  and  British  ports  in  Europe.  The  Con-^ 
yeotion  of  London  eoualized  the  laws  of  the  two 
countries,  relating  to  tnose  ports ;  leaving  the  inter-* 
oourse  between  our  ports  and  the  ports  of  the  Bri« 
tish  colonies,  subject,  as  before,  to  the  respective 
regulations  of  the  parties.  The  British  govern- 
Aent  enforcing,  now,  regulations  which  prohibit  a 
trade  between  its. colonies  and  the  United  States, 
in  American  vessels,  whilst  they  permit  a  trade  in 
British  vessels,  the  American  navigation  loses  ac- 
cordingly ;  and  the  loss  is  augmented  by  the  ad- 
vantage which  is  given  to  the  jSritish  com[)etition 
over  the  American,  in  the  navigation  between  our 
ports  and  British  ports  in  Europe,  by  the  circuitous 
voyages,  enjoyed  by  the  one,  and  not  enjoyed  by 
the  other. 

The  reasonableness  of  the  rule  of  reciprocity, 
aipplied  to  one  branch  of  the  commercial  inter-* 
course,  has  been  pressed  on  our  part,  as  equally 

Splicable  to  both  branches :  but  it  is  ascertained,- 
at  the  British  Cabinet  declines  all  negotiation  on 
the  subject ;  with  a  disavowal,  however,  of  any 
disposition  to  view,  in  an  unfriendly  light,  whaU 
ever  couuter^^ailing  regulations  the  United  States 
may  oppose  to  the  regulations  of  which  they  com- 
plam.  The  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  will  decide 
on  the  course,  which,  under  these  circumstances, 
is  prescribed  by  a  joint  regard  to  the  amicable  re-^ 
tations  between  the  two  nations  and  to  tlie  just  in- 
terests  of  the  United  States. 

I  have  the  satisfaction  to  state,  generally,  that 
we  remain  in  amity  with  foreign  powers. 

An  occurrence  nas,  indeed,  taken  place  in  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico,  which,  if  sanctioned  by. the  Spa- 
nish government,  may  make  an  exception  as  to  t  nat 
power.  According  to  the  report  nf  our  naval  com- 
jliander  on  that  station,  one  of  our  public  armed 
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vessels  was  attacked  by  an  oTerpowering  fbro% 
under  a  Spanish  commander^  and  the  American 
flag,  with  the  officers  and  crew,  insulted,  in  a  man- 
ner calling  for  prompt  reparation.  This  has  been 
demanded.  In  the  mean  time,  a  frigate  and  a 
smaller  vessel  of  war  have  been  ordered  into  that 
Gulf,  for  the  protection  of  our  c<Hnmerce.  It  would 
be  improper  to  omit^  that  the  representative  of  his 
Catholic  Majesty,  in  the  United  States,  lost  na 
time  in  giving  the  strongest  assurances,  that  no 
hostile  order  could  have  emanated  from  his  govern^ 
ment,  and  that  it  will  be  as  ready  to  do,  as  to  ex- 
pect, whatever  the  nature  of  the  case  and  the 
friendly  nlations  of  the  two  countries  shall  be 
found  to  require. 

The  posture  of  our  affairs  with  Algiers^  at  th« 
present  moment,  is  not  known.  The  Dey,  draw- 
insc  pretexts  from  circumstances,  for  wnich  th# 
United  States  were  not  answerable,  addressed  a 
letter  to  this  government,  declaring  the  treaty  leM 
concluded  with  him,  to  have  been  annulled  by  our 
violation  of  it ;  and  presenting,  as  the  alternatively 
war,  or  a  renewal  of  the  former  treaty,  which 
stipulated,  among  other  things,  an  annual  tribute. 
The  answer,  with  an  explicit  declaration  that  the 
United  States  pre/erred  war  to  tribute,  required 
his  recognition  and  observance  of* the  treaty  last 
made,  which  abolishes  tribute,  and  the  slavery  of 
our  captured  citizens.  The  result  of  the  answer 
has  not  been  received.  Should  he  renew  his  war* 
fare  on  our  commerce,  we  rely  on  the  protection 
it  will  find  in  our  naval  force  actually  in  the  Medi- 
terranean. 

With  the  other  Barbary  states  our  affaire  have, 
undergone  no  change. 

The  Indian  trib;  s  within  our  limits  appear  also 
disposed  to  remain  at  peace.    From  several  of 
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tbein  purchases  of  lands  haye  been  made,  particu^ 
lari J  favourable  to  the  -wishes  and  security  of  onr 
frontier  settlements,  as  well  as  to  the  general  in* 
terests  of  the  nation.  In  some  instances,  the  titles, 
though  not  supported  by  due  proof,  and  clashing 
those  of  one  tribe  with  the  claims  oi  another,  have 
been  extinguished  by  double  purchases ;  the  bene- 
volent policy  of  the  UnRed  States  preferring  the 
augmented  expense,  to  the  hazard  of  doing  injus- 
tice, or  to  the  enforcement  of  justice  against  a  fee- 
ble and  untutored  people,  by  means  involving  ox 
threatening  an  effusion  of  blood.  I  am  happy  to 
add,  that  the  tranquility  which  has  been  restored 
among  the  tribes  tnemseives,  as  well  as  between 
them  and  our  own  population,  will  favour  the  rer 
sumption  of  the  work  of  civilization,  which  had 
made  an  encouraging  progress  among  some  tribes ; 
and  that  the  facility  is  encreasing,*for  extending 
that  divided  and  individual  ownership,  which  ex- 
ists now  in  moveable  property  only,  to  the  soil  it- 
self; and  of  thus  establishing,  in  the  culture  and 
improvement  of  it,  the  true  foundation  for  a  transit 
from  the  habits  of  the  savage,  to  the  arts  and  com- 
forts of  social  life. 

As  a  subject  of  the  highest  importance  to  the 
national  welfare,  I  must,  ao;ain,  earnestly  recom- 
inend  to  the  consideration  of  Congress,  a  re-organ-; 
ization  of  the  Militia,  on  a  plan  which  will  form  it 
into  classes,  according  to  tne  periods  of  life  more 
and  less  adapted  to  military  sei*vices.  An  efficient 
militia  is  auttiorized  and  contemplated  by  the  Con- 
stitution, and  required  by  the  spirit  and  safety  of 
{ree  government.  The  present  organization  of 
our  militia  is  universally  regarded  as  less  efTicient 
than  it  ought  to  be  made;  and  no  organization 
can  be  better  calculated  to  give  to  it  its  due  force, 
than  a  classification  which  wiJl  assign  the  fore- 
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most  place  in  the  defisiioe  of  the  coimtrjf  to  that 
portion  of  its  dtiz^ns^  whose  activity  and  anima- 
tion best  enable  them,  to  rallj  to  its  standard. 
Besides^  the  consideration  that  a  time  of  peace  is 
the  time  when  the  change  can  be  made  with  most 
convenience  and  equity,  it  will  now  be  aided  by 
the  experience  of  a  recent  war,  in  which  the  mih- 
tia  bore  so  interesting  a  part 

Congress  will  calf  to  mind,  that  no  adequate 
provision  has  yet  been  made,  for  the  uniformity 
of  weijgbts  and  measures,  also  contemplated  br  the 
Constitution*  The  great  utility  of  a  standard, 
iSxed  in  its  nature,  and  founded  on  the  easy  rule 
of  decimal  proportions,  is  sufficiently  obvious.  It 
led  the  government,  at  an  early  stage,  to  prepa- 
ratory  steps  for  introducing  it ;  and  a  completion 
of  the  work  will  be  a  just  title  to  the  public  grati- 
tude. 

The  importance  which  I  have  attached  to  the 
establishment  of  a  University  within  this  District, 
on  a  scale,  and  for  objects  worthy  of  the  American 
nation,  induces  me  to  renew  my  recommendation 
of  it  to  the  favourable  consideration  of  Congress. 
And  I  particularly  invite,  again,  their  attention  to 
the  expediency  of  exercising  their  existing  powers, 
and,  where  necessary,  of  resorting  to  the  pre- 
scribed mode  of  enlarging  them,  in  order  to  effec-. 
tuate  a  comprehensive  system  of  roads  and  canals, 
such  as  will  have  the  effect  of  drawing  mbre 
closely  together  every  part  of  our  country,  by 
promoting  intercourse  and  improvements,  and  by 
encreasing  the  share  of  every  part  in  the  common 
stock  of  national  prosperity. 

Occurrences  having  taken  place  which  shew 
that  the  statutory  provisions  for  the  dispensation 
of  criminal  justice,  are  deficient  in  relation  both  to 
places  and  to  persons,  under  the  exclusive  cogni* 
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2aiice  of  the  national  authority,  an  amendment  of 
the  law,  embracing  such  cases,  will  merit  the  ear^ 
Itest  attention  of  the  Legislature.  It  will  be  a  sea- 
sonable occasion,  also,  for  inquiring  how  fa;*  Le« 
gislative  interposi^on  may  be  further  requisite  ia 
providing  penaltie8\  for  offences  designated  io 
the  Constitution  or  in  the  statutes,  and  to  which 
^ther  no  penalties  are  annexed,  or  none  with  suf*- 
ficient  certainty  And  I  submit  to  the  wisdom  of 
jConeress,  whether  a  more  enlarged  revisal  of  the 
jcrimmal  code  be  not  expedient,  for  the  purpose  of 
mitigating,  in  certain  cases,  penalties  whicn  were 
adopted  mto  it,  antecedent  to  experiment  and  ex« 
amples  which  justify  and  recommend  a  more  lenient 
policy. 

The  United  States  having  been  the  first  to  aba- 
lish,  within  the  extent  of  their  authority,  the  trans- 
portation  of  the  natives  of  Africa  into  slavery,  by 
prohibiting  the  introduction  of  slaves,  and  by  pun* 
ishing  theircitizens  participating  in  the  trafiicK,  can* 
not  but  be  gratified  at  the  progress,  made  by  con* 
current  efforts  of  other  nations,  towards  a  general 
suppression  of  so  great  an  evil.  They  must  feel, 
at  the  same  time,  the  greater  solicitude  to  give  the 
fullest  efficacy  to  their  own  regulations.  With 
that  view,  the  inter{)Osition  of  Congress  appears  to 
be  required  by  the  violations  and  evasions  which, 
it  is  suggested,  are  chargeable  on  unworthy  citi- 
Bens,  vrno  mingle  in  the  slave  trade  under  foreign 
flags,  and  with  foreign  ports ;  and  by  collusive  im- 
portations of  slaves  into  the  United  IStates,  through 
adjoinii^  ports  and  territories.  I  present  the  sub- 
ject to  Congress,  with  a  full  assurance  of  their  dis^ 
position  to  apply  all  the  remedy  which  can  be  af* 
forded  by  an  amendment  of  the  law.  The  regu- 
lations which  were  intended  to  guard  against 
abuses  ef  a  kindred  character,  in  the  trade  her 
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tween  the  several  States,  ought  also  to  be  render- 
ed more  efiectual  for  their  humane  object. 

To  these  recommendations  I  add,  for  the  consi- 
deration of  Congress,  the  expediency  of  a  re-mo* 
dification  of  the  Judiciary  establishment,  andof  ao 
«kdditional  department  in  the  Executive  branch  of 
thegovemment 

The  first  is  called  for  by  the  accruing  bosiness 
vrluch  necessarily  swells  the  duties  of  the  Federal 
Courts;  and  by  the  great  and  widening  space^ 
ivithin  which  justice  is  to  be  dispensed  by  tnenv 
The  time  ^eems  to  have  arrived  which  claims  for 
members  of  the  Supreme  Court  a  relief  from  itin- 
erary fatigues,  indtMnpatible  as  well  with  the  age 
which  a  portion  of  tn^m  will  always  have  attain- 
ed, as  with  the  researches  dod  preparations  which 
are  due  to  their  stations,  and  to>the  juridical  rep* 
utation  of  their  country.  And  considerations  equal- 
ly cogent  require  a  more  convenient  organization 
of  the  subordmate  tribunals,  which  may  oe  accom- 
plished without  an  objectionable  increase  of  the 
number  or  expense  of  the  Judgres. 

The  extent  and  variety  of  jExecutive  business^ 
also  accumulating  with  the  progress  of  our  coun- 
try and  its  growmg  population,  call  for  an  addi- 
tional department,  to  be  charged  with  duties  now 
overburdening  other  departments,  and  with  such 
as  have  not  been  annexed  to  any  department 

The  course  of  experience  recommends,  as  ano* 
ther  improvement  in  the  Executive  establishment, 
that  the  provision  for  the  station  of  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, whose  residence  at  the  seat  of  government, 
official  connexions  with  it,  and  management  of  the 
public  business  before  the  Judiciary,  preclude  an 
extensive  participalion  in  professional  emoluments, 
be  made  more  adequate  to  his  services  and  his  re- 
linquishm^ents ;  and  that,  with  a  view  to  his  rea- 
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sonable  accommodation,  and  to  a  prober  deposi- 
tory of  his  ofTicial  opinions  and  proceedings,  tnere 
bemcluded  in  the  provision,  the  usual  appurte- 
nances to  a  public  office. 

In  directin|D^  the  legislative  attention  to  the  state 
of  the  finances,  it  is  a  subject  of  great  gratification 
to  find,  that,  even  within  the  short  period  which 
has  elapsed  since  the  i:etum  of  peace,  the  revenue 
has  far  exceeded  all  the  current  demands  upon  the 
treasury,  and  that,  under  anj  probable  diminution 
of  its  future  annual  products,  wnich  the  vicissitudes 
of  commerce  maj  occasion,  it  will  afford  an  ample 
fund  for  the  effectual  and  early  extinguishment  of 
the  public  debt.  It  has  been  estimated,  that  du- 
ring the  year  1816,  the  actual  receipts  of  revenue 
at  me  treasury,  including  the  balance  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year,  and  excluding  the  pro- 
ceeds of  loans  and  treasury  notes^  will  amount  to 
about  the  sum  of  forty-seven  millions  of  dollars ; 
that  during  the  same  year,  the  actual  payments  at 
the  Treasury,  including  the  payment  of  the  arrear- 
ages of  the  War  Department,  as  well  as  the  pay- 
ment of  a  considerable  excess,  beyond  the  annual 
appropriations,  will  amount  to  about  the  sum  of 
tnirty-eight  millions  of  dollars;  and  that,  conse- 
quently, at  the  close  of  the  year,  there  will  be  a 
surplus  in  the  treasury  of  about  the  sum  of  nine 
millions  of  dollars. 

The  operations  of  the  treasury  continue  to  be 
obstructed  by  difficulties,  arising  froiu  the  condi* 
tion  of  the  national  currency ;  but  they  have,ne« 
vertheless,  been  effectual,  to  a  beneficial  extent,  in 
the  reduction  of  the  public  debt,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  public  credit.  The  floating  debt  of 
treasury  notes  and  temporary  loans,  will  soon  be 
entirely  discharged.  The  aggregate  of  the  funded 
debt,  composed  of  debts  incurred  during  the  wars 
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1776  and  1812,  has  been  estimated,  with  re^ 
ference  to  the  first  of  January  next,  at  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  ten  millions  of  dollars. 
The  ordinary  annual  expenses  of  the  government, 
for  the  ntaintenance  of  all  its  institutions,  civil,  mi- 
litary, and  naval,  have  been  estimated  at  a  sum  less 
than  twenty  millions  of  dollars.  And  the  perma- 
nent  revenue,  to  be  derived  from  all  the  existing 
sources,  has  been  estimated  at  a  sum  of  about 
twenty'five  millions  of  dollars. 

Upon  this  general  view  of  the  subject,  it  is  ob- 
vious, that  there  is  only  wanting,  to  the  fiscal  pros*- 
perity  of  the  government,  the  restoration  of  an  uni- 
form  medium  of  exchange.  The  resources  and  the 
faith  of  the  nation,  displayed  in  the  system  which 
Congress  has  estabUshed,  ensure  respect  and  con* 
fidenoe  both  at  home  and  abroad.  The  local  accu- 
mulations of  the  revenue  have  already  enabled  the 
treasury  to  meet  the  public  engagements  in  the  lo« 
cal  currency  of  most  of  the  States :  and  it  is  expect- 
ed that  the  same  cause  willproduce  the  same  effect 
throughout  the  Union,  ^ut,  for  the  interests  of 
the  community  at  large,  as  well  as  for  the  purposes 
of  the  treasury,  it  is  essential  that  the  nation  should 
possess  a  currency  of  equal  value,  credit,  and  use, 
wherever  it  may  circulate.  The  Constitution  has 
entrusted  Congress,  exclusively,  with  the  power  of 
creating  and  regulating  a  currency  of  that  descrip* 
tion ;  and  the  measures  which  were  taken  during 
the  last  session,  in  execution  of  the  power,  ^ive 
eieTj  promise  of  success.  The  Bank  of  the  United 
States  has  been  organized  under  auspices  the  most 
favourable,  and  cannot  fail  to  be  an  important  aux- 
iliaiT  to  those  measures. 

For  a  more  enlarged  view  of  the  public  finan- 
ces,  with  a  view  of  the  measures  pursued  by  the 
Treasury  Department,  previous  to  the  resignation 
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of  the  lat^  Secretary,  I  transmit  an  extract  from 
the  last  report  of  that  officer.  Congress  will  per- 
ceive in  it  ample  proofs  of  the  solid  foundation  on 
which  the  financial  prosperity  of  the  nation  rests ; 
and  will  do  justice  to  the  distinguished  ability  and 
successful  exertions  with  which  the  duties  of  the 
department  were  executed,  during  a  period  re* 
markable  for  its  difficulties  and  its  peculiar  per- 
plexities. '* 

The  period  of  my  retiring  from  the  public  ser- 
vice being  at  little  distance,  1  shall  find  no  occa- 
sion more  proper  than  the  present  for  expressing 
to  my  fellow-citizens  my  deep  sense  of  the  contin- 
ued confidence  and  kind  support  which  I  have  re- 
ceived from  them.  My  grateful  recollection  of 
these  distinguished  marks  of  their  favourable 
regard  can  never  cease ;  and,  with  the  conscious- 
ness, that  if  I  have  not  served  my  country  with 
greater  ability,  I  have  served  it  with  a  sincere  de- 
votion, will  accompany  me  as  a  source  of.unfailmg 
gratification. 

Happily,  I  shall  carry  with  me  from  the  public 
theatre,  other  isources,  which  those  who  love  their 
country*  most,  will  best  appreciate.  I  shall  behold 
it  blessed  with  tranquillity  and  prosperitj[  at  home, 
and  with  peace  and  respect  abroad.  I  can  indulge 
the  proud  reflection,  that  the  American  people 
have  reached,  in  safety  and  success,  their  fortieth 
year  as  an  independent  nation ;  that,  for  nearly  an 
entire  generation,  they  have  had  experience  of 
their  present  constitution,  the  offspring  of  their 
undisturbed  deliberations  and  of  their  free  choice ; 
that  they  have  found  it  to  bear  the  trials  of  adverse 
as  well  as  prosperous  circumstances ;  to  contain, 
in  its  combination  of  the  federate  and  elective  prin- 
ciples, a  reconcilement  of  public  strength  with  in- 
dividual liberty,  of  national  power  for  the  defence 
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of  national  rights,  with  a  security  against  wars  of 
injustice,  of  ambition,  and  of  vain  glory,  in  the  funda- 
mental provision  which  subjects  all  questions  of 
war  to  the  will  of  the  nation  itself,  wbch  is  to  paj 
its  costs  and  feel  its  calamities.  Nor  is  it  less  a 
peculiar  felicity  of  this  Constitution,  so  dear  to  us 
all,  that  it  is  found  to  be  capable,  without  losing 
its  vital  energies,  of  expanding  itself  over  a  spacious 
territory,  with  the  increase  and  expansion  of  the 
community  for  whose  benefit  it  was  established. 

And  may  I  not  be  allowed  to  add  to  this  grati* 
fy ing  spectacle,  tliat  I  shall  read  in  the  character 
of  the  American  people,  in  their  devotion  to  true 
liberty,  and  to  the  Constitution  which  is  its  palla- 
dium, sure  presages,  that  the  destined  career  of 
my  country  will  exhibit  a  government  pursuing 
the  public  good  as  its  sole  onject,  and  regulating 
its  means  by  the  great  principles  consecrated  in 
its  charter,  and  by  those  moral  principles  to  which 
they  are  so  well  allied :  A  government  which 
watches  over  the  purity  of  elections,  the  freedom 
of  speech  and  of  the  press,  the  trial  by  jury,  and 
the  equal  interdict  against  encroachments  and  com- 
pacts between  religion  and  the  state ;  which  main*^ 
fains  inviolably  the  maxims  of  public  faith,  the  se- 
curity of  persons  and  property,  and  encourages, 
in  every  authorized  mode,  that  general  diffusion 
of  knowledge  which  guarantees  to  public  liberty 
its  permanency,  and  to  those  who  possess  the 
blessing,  the  true  enjoyment  of  it :  A  government 
which  avoids  intrusions  on  the  internal  repose  of 
other  nations,  and  repels  them  from  its  own; 
which  does  justice  to  all  nations  with  a  readiness 
equal  to  the  firmness  with  which  it  requires  jus- 
tice from  them ;  and  which,  whilst  it  refines  its 
domestic  code  from  every  ingredient  not  congenial 
with  the  precepts  of  an  enlightened  age,  and  the 
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sentiai^Dts  of  a  virtuous  people,  seeks,  bj  appeals 
to  reason,  and  by  its  liiDeral  examples,  to  infuse, 
into  the  law  which  governs  the  civilized  world,  a 
spirit  which  may  diminish  the  freauency,  or  cir- 
cumscribe the  calamities  of  war,  and  mehorate  the 
social  and  beneficent  relations  of  peace :  A  govern- 
ment, in  a  word,  whose  conduct,  within  and  with- 
out, may  bespeak  the  most  noble  of  all  ambitions — 
thfit  of  promoting  peace  on  earth,  and  good  will 
to  man< 

These  contemplations,  sweetening  the  remnant 
of  my  days,  will  animate  my  prayers  for  tlie  hap- 

g'ness  of  my  beloved  country,  and  a  perpetuity  of 
e*io8titutiods  under  which  it  is  enjoyed.

Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  ^Repre-^ 
sentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
Congress  assembled,  two  thirds  of  both  Houses 
concurring  therein ;  that  the  following  amendment 
to  the  Cohstitutbn  of  the  United  States,  be  pro- 
posed to  the  legislatures  of  the  several  States^ 
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t^hlch,  when  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  three 
fourths  of  the  said  States,  ahall  be  valid  to  all  in* 
tents  and  purposes^  as  a  part  of  the  said  constitu* 
tion: 

For  the  purpose  of  choosing  Representatives, 
in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States^  each  State 
shall  be  divided  by  its  legislature  into  a  number  of 
districts  equal  to  the  number  of  Representatives^ 
to  which  the  State  may  be  entitled. 

Each  district  shall  contain  as  nearly  as  may  be 
equal  numbers,  which  shall  be  determined  by  add- 
ing to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including 
those  bound  to  service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  ex- 
cluding Indians  not  taxed)  three  fifths  of  all  other 
persons. 

In  each  district  the  qualified  voters  shall  elect 
on^  Representative. 

For  the  purpose  of  choosing  electors,  of  Presi- 
dent, and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States, 
each  State  shall  be  divided  by  its  legislature,  into 
a  number  of  districts  equal  to  the  number  of  elec- 
tors, to  which  the  State  may  be  entitled.  Each 
district  shall  contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  equal 
numbers;  which  shall  be  determined  by  adding  to 
the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including  those 
bound  to  serve  for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding 
Indians  not  taxed,  three  fifths  of  all  other  persona. 
Ill  each  district  the  persons  qualified  to  vote  for 
Representatives  in  the  Congre'ss  of  the  United 
States,  shall  choose  one  elector }  the  legislature  of 
each  State,  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  man- 
ner of  holding  elections,  and  making  returns  of  the 
electors  chosen.  In  case  all  the  electors  shall  not 
meet,  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  giving 
their  votes,  a  majority  of  the  electors  met  sbaU 
have  power  ancT  forthwith  shall  proceed  to  supply 
t{ie  vacancjr. 
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A  division  of  the  States  into  districts,  for  choos- 
ing Representatives  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  and  into  districts  for  choosinff  electors  of 
President,  and  Vice-President,  of  the  United  States, 
Bhail  take  place  as  soon  as  conveniently  maj  be, 
after  each  enumeration  and  apportionment  of  Re- 
presentatives shall  be  made,  which  districts  shall 
remain  unaltered,  until  after  the  succeeding  enu- 
meration and  apportionment  of  Representatives. 
On  motion  of  Mn  Goldsborough, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  Naval  Affairs 
be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
passing  a  supplement  to  the  law  passed  at  the  last

It  is  found  th^t  th^  etisting  Iilws  have  not  the 
fefiicacj  necessary  to  prevent  violations  of  the  obli- 
gations of  the  United  States  as  a  nation  at  peace 
towards  belligerant  partii^s^  and  other  udlawful  acts 
on  the  high  seas,  by  armed  vessels  equipped  with- 
in the  waters  of  the  United  States. 

With  a  view  to  maintain,  more  efifebtuallyi  the 
l^espect  due  to  the  laws,  to  the  character,  and  to 
the  neutral  and  pacific  relations  of  the  United  States^ 
I  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  Congress  the 
Expediency  of  such  further  legislative  provisions  as 
may  be  requisite  for  detainmg  vessels  actually 
Equipped,  or  in  a  course  of  Equipment  with  a  war* 
like  force,  within  the  jurisdidtton  of  the  United 
States ;  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  obtaining  from 
the  owtiers  or  comtnanders  of  suth  vessels  ade- 
quate SEcuritiEs  against  tlie  abuse  of  their  armar 
ments,  with  the  eiceptions  in  such  provisions,  pro- 
})er  for  the  cases  of  merchant  vessels  furnisncd 
with  the  defensive  armametits  usual  on  distant  and 
dangerous  expeditions,  and  of  a  private  commerce 
in  military  stores  permitted  by  our  laws,  and  which 
the  law  of  nations  does  not  require  the  United 
States  to  prohibit.

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr  Ross,  to  amen^ 
that  part  of  the  bill  which  prescribes  the  nature 
and  kind  of  testimony  to  be  produced  by  ftie 
claimants,    by  striking   out   these  words,    ^'  and 
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which  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  party  to  pro» 
duce*" 

And  the  question  being  taken  to  strike  out 
these  words, 

It  was  determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Cannon  then  moved  to  add  to  the  bill,  the 
following  section : 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  Th«t  tbe  commissioner 
appointed  nnder  the  act  to  wlilch  this  it  an  amendment, 
shall  issue  certificates  to  the  ofaimants  respectively  in  wiiOBe 
bvour  he  may  have  awarded. 

And  on  the  question  to  agree  to  this  section, 

It  was  determined  in  the  negative.

Ufdted  States  rf  America^  m  Congress  assembled^  That  the 
discount  of  any  note  or  the  loan  of  money  by  the  Bank  of 
the  United  States,  to  iudiriduals  on  the  credit  of  the  fonded 
debt  of  the  United  Stated,  either  translerreci  to  the  Bank,  or 
to  any  of  its  officers,  or  deposited  with  an  authority  to  sell 
the  same  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  contracted,  is  a  mani- 
lest  yiolation  of  the  ninth  rule  or  fundamental  article  or  the 
constitution  of  the  said  Bank,  and  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of 
the  fifth  section  of  the  act  of  incorporation,  and  that  the

REPORT.,.. 

That  the  said  reaoiotion  is  in  principle  the  same  with  that 
adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  North-Carolina  at  their 
last  sesuQQ,  with  a  modification  of  one  of  th|  provision^ 
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in  the  said  reaolotions ;  which  meets  the  onaaimous  codcon 
rence  of  year  committee.     They  therefore  recommend  that 
the  resolotion  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusette,  pro- 
pofiing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
SlOties,  in  the  words  following,  to  wit :  ^^  That  for  the  purpose 
of  choosing  Representatives  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  each  State  shall  by  its  Legislature  be  divided  into 
a  number  of  districts  equal  to  the  number  of  Repaesenta- 
lives  to  which  each  State  may  be  entitled.     The  districts 
ehall  be  formed  of  contiguous  territory,  and  contain  as  near* 
ly  as  may  be  an  equal   number  of  inhabitants,  entitled  by 
the  Constitution  to  be  represented.     In  each  district  tlie 
qualified  voters  shall  elect  one  Representative  and  no  more. 
That  for   the  purpose  of   appointing  Electors  of   Presi- 
dent  of  the  United  States,  each  State    shall  by  its  Le- 
^slature  be  divided  into  a  number  of  districts  equal  to  the 
number  of  Electors  to  which  such  State  may  be  entitled. 
The  districts  shall  be  composed  of  contiguous  territory,  and 
contidn  as  nearly  as  may  be  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants 
entitled  by  the  Constitution  to  representation.    I  a  each  dis- 
trict the  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  Representatives,  shall 
appoint  one  Elector  and  no  more.    The  Electors  when  con*- 
▼iened  shall  have  power,  in  case  any  of  them  appointed  as 
above  prescribed  shall  fail  to  attend  for  the  purposes  of  their 
said  i^pointment  on  the  day  prescribed  for  giving  thei^ 
votes  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States, 
to  appoint  another  or  others  to  act  in  the  place  of  him  or 
lliem  so  fidling  to  attend.    Neither  the  districts  for  choos- 
ing Representatives  nor  those  for  appointing  Electors  shall 
be  altered  in  any  State  until  a  census  and  apportionment  of 
Representatives  under  it  subsequent  to  the  division  of  the 
State  into  districts  shall  be  made.     The  division  of  States 
into  Astricts  hereby  provided  for,  shall  take  place  imme- 
diately after  4bis  amendment  shall  be  adopted  and  ratified 
as  apart  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States;  and  sue- 
cesmvely  immediately  afterwards  whenever  a  census  and 
appoKionmeift  of  representatives  under  it  shall  be  made* 
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The  division  of  each  State  into  dietricta  for  the  pnrpoaea 
both  of  choosing  Representatives  and  of  appointing  Elect- 
4Nr8,  shall  be  altered  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  this 
amendment  and  on  no  other  occasion*^ — be  adopted.  And  that 
our  Senators  in  the  Congress  of  the  Ignited  States  be  in- 
structed, and  our  Representatives  be  requested  to  endeavour 
to  obtain  4he  said  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States.

last-mentioned  bill  with  amendments;  but  not 
having  time  to  go  through  the  seyeral  bills  com* 
mitted  to  this  committee,  had  directed  him  to  ask 
leave  to  sit  again. 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  of  the  whole 
House  have  leave  to  sit  again  on  the  residue  of 
the  bills. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned.

Ryan,  a  captain  of  volunteers  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  during  the  late  war  with  Great 
Britain^  praying  conipt  nsation  for  his  services^  arid 
a  reimbursement  of  his  expenditures  in  raisin<^  and 
equipping  his  company,  which  has  been  refused  to 
him,  because  he  was  at  that  time  an  alien.

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FiAh-~£ight  bands  of  Siouxd,  composing  the 
three  tribes  called  the  Siouxs  of  the  Leaf;  the 
Siouis  of  the  Broad  Leaf;  and  the  Siouxs  who 
shoot  in  the  pine  tops. 

Sixth— The  Chickasaw  tribe  of  Indians. 

Seventh — The  Cherokee  tribe  of  Indians. 

Ei&fhth — The  Chacktaw  tribe  of  Indians. 

Congress  will  take  into  consideration  how  far 
legislative  provisions  may  be  necessary  for  carry- 
ing into  effect  stipulations  contained  in  the  said 
treaties.

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter 
from  the  commisfiioner  of  the  General  Land  Office, 
transmittbff,  (at  the  request  of  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  the  Public;  Lands.)  reports 
numbered  3^  7,  12,  and  14,  of  the  land  commia^ 
aioners  at  Kaskaskia,  on  rejected  claims,  which 
were  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  Public 
Lands. 

A  message  from  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Cutts,  their 
Secretary : 

Mr.  Speaker — The  Senate  have  passed  a  bill 
entitled,  ^^An  act  authorizing  the  settlement  of 
the  accounts  of'  Elavil  Sabin,  oeceased^^^  in  which 
they  ask  the  concurrence  of  this  House.  And 
then  he  withdrew. 

The  House  re^uqied  the  consideration  of  th^ 
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bill  to  prevent  citizens  of  the  United  States  from 
selling  vessels  of  war  to  the  citizens  and  subjects  of 
anjr  foreign  nation,  and  more  effectually  to  pre- 
vent the  armine  and  equipping  vessels  of  war  in 
the  ports  of  me  United  states,  intended  to  be 
used  against  nations  in  amitjr  with  the  United 
States,  and  the  question  depending  on  Saturday 
to  strike  out  the  third  section  of  the  said  bil^i 
recurred:  When, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Barboun 
The  said  third  section  was  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  JurOur  enacted^  That  the  coUectors  of 
the  customs  be,  and  they  are  hereby  respectively  anthorised 
and  directed  to  detun  any  vessel  bound  from  the  United 
States,  of  which  the  cargo  shall  principally  consist  of  arms 
and  munitions  of  war,  when  the  number  of  men  shipped  on 
board,  or  other  circumstances  shall  render  it  probable  that 
there  i^  an  intention  to  violate  the  neutral  obligations  of  the 
United  States,  to  foreign  governments,  until  the  decision  of 
the  President  be  had  thereupon,  or  until  the  owner  enters 
into  bond  and  security  to  the  collector  prior  to  clearing  out 
the  same,  in  double  the  amount  of  the  vessel  and  cai|;o  on 
board,  including  her  armanent,  that  the  said  ship  or  vessel, 
shall  not  be  employed  by  the  owner  or  owners  in  cnnaing  or 
committing  hostiliUes  upon  the  subjects,  citisens  or  property, 
of  any  prince  or  state,  with  whom  the  United  States  ai^  at 
peace.

ment, the  claim  of  the  representative  of  Caron  de 
Beaumarchais,  for  one  million  of  livres,  which 
were  debited  to  him  in  the  settlement  of  his  ac- 
counts with  the  United  States,  I  lay  before  Con- 
Sress  copies  of  the  memoir  on  that  subject,  ad- 
ressed  by  the  said  envoy  to  the  Secretary  of 
State. 

Considering  that  the  sum  of  which  the  million  of

;rant  from  the  French  government  to  tne  United 
Itateii,  and  the  declaration  of  that  go^erement 
that  that  part  of  the  grant  was  put  into  the  hands 
of  M.  de  ocaumarchais  as  its  agent,  not  as  the 
agent  of  the  United  States,  and  was  duly  accounted 
for  by  him  to  the. French  government;  consider- 
ing also,  the  concurring  opinions  of  two  attorneys- 
general  of  the  United  States,  that  the  said  de!)it 
was  not  legally  sustainable  in  behalf  of  the  United 
States.

House  of  RepresentatiTet  of  the  United  States  : 

'  The  government  of  Great  Britain  induced  by 
the  posture  of  the  relations  with  the  United  States, 
which  succeeded  the  conclusion  of  the  recent  com- 
mercial convention,  issued  an  order  on  the  17th 
day  of  August,  1815,  discontinuing  the  discrimir 
natin^  duties  payable  in  British  ports  on  American 
yessels  and  their  cargoes.  It  was  not  until  the  22d 
of  December  following,  that  a  corresponding  dis- 
continuance of  discriminating  duties  on  British 
vessels,  and  their  cargoes,  in  American  ports,  took 
ei&ct,  under  the  authority  vested  in  the  executive, 
by  the  act  of  March,  1816.  During  the  period 
between  those  two  dates  there  was,  consequently, 
a  failure  of  reciprocity  or  eauality  in  the  existing  re- 
gulations of  the  two  countries.  1  recommend  to  the 
consideration  of  Congress,  the  expediency  of  pay- 
ing to  the  British  government  the  amount  of  the 
duties  remit'ted,  during  the  period  in  question,  to 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  subject  to  a  de- 
duction of  the  amount  of  whatever  discriminatmg 
duties  may  have  commenced  in  British  ports  after 
the  signature  of  that  convention,  and  been  col- 
lected, previous  to  the  17th  of  August,  1815.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lattimore, 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  the  heirs  of  Hiram 
'  Sweazj,   deceased,  by  Alexander   Montgomery, 
their  agent,  presented  on  the  1 1th  of  November, 
1811,  oe  referred  to  the  same  committee. 

Mr.  Johnson  of  Ky.  presented  a  petition  of  Jo- 
seph Mims  and  Hannah  Mims,  administrator  and 
administratrix  of  the  estate  of  Samuel  Mims,  de- 
ceased, praying  to  be  paid  for  the  property  of  their 
intestate,  destroyed  by  by  the  Indians  during  the 
late  war. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  petition  be  referred  to 
the  committee  of  Claims. 

Mr.  Alexander  presented  a  resolution  of  the

Mr.  Johnson,  from  the  comQiittee  on  Military 
Affairs,  reported  a  bill  respecting  the  ransom  of 
American  captives  of  the  late  war ;  which  was 
read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  committed  to 
the  committee  of  the  whole  House  on  the  bill  for 
the  relief  of  infirm,  disabled  and  superannuated 
officers  and  boldiers. 

Mr.  Johnson  from  the  same  committee,  who 
were  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
educating  at  the  military  academy  at  West  Point, 
the  sons  of  those  officers  and  soldiers  who  have 
fallen  in  battle  while  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  made  a  report  thereon,  which  was  read 
and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Thomas,  from  the  committee  on  Indian  Af-

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  the  Post-Of- 
fice and  Post-Roads,  be  instructed  to  inquire  into 
the  expediency  of  discontinuing  the  post-route  from 
Danville,  in  Kentuckv,  by  Casey  court-house, 
Pulaskie  court-house,  Wayne  coart-house,  Burks- 
j^ilie  and  Columbia  to  Danville,  ana  to  establish  in 
lieu  thereof,  a  post-route  from  Danville*  by  Liberty 
and  Somerset,  to  Monticcllo,  from  Monticello,  by 
Burksville  to  Glasgow,  and  to  extend  the  present 
route  from  Greensburgh,  by  Columbia  to  Burks- 
ville.

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receive  them,  and  continue  the  opetiing  the  certifi- 
cates and  counting  the  votes  of  the  electors  of  the 
several  States,  for  a  President  and  Vice-President 
of  the  United  States,  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution 
of  the  two  Houses  of  the  1 1  th  instant,  and  that  the 
Clerk  go  with  the  said  message,

of  the  said  fVontier  who  had  removed  there  since  the  war> 
with  a  view  to  make  a  fixed  and  permanent  settlement  there. 

And  be  U  fiaiker  enacted^  That  no  person  wlio  shall 
have  received  any  moneys  fcom  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States,  for  property  destroyed  during  the  invasion 
aforesaid,  in  virtue  of  the  ninth  section  of  the  act  hereby 
amended,  shall  be  entitled  to  relief  under  this  act  for  any 
other  or  further  losses,  unless  he  shall  within  five  days  after

with  the  constitution  of  the»  United  States,  to  rep- 
turn  it  with  that  Qbjectiont  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
«entatives>,  in  which  it  originated. 

The  legislative  powers  vested  in  Congress  are 
specified  and  enueaerated  in  the  8tb  section  of  the 
first  article  o(  the  Constitution ;  and  it  does  not  a|^ 
pear  that  the  peiwer  proposed  to  be  exereised  by 
the  bin  is  among  tbe  enumerated  powers;  oir  that 
it  fells,  by  anv  just  ioterpretation,  wit^  the  perw*- 
er  to  make  lews  necessarj  and  proper  finr  carrj^ 
ing  into  execution  those  or  other  powers  vested  bv 
the  Conatitntioa  in  tbe  govern mest  of  the  Unitea 
States. 

^*  The  power  to  regujate  commerce  amang  Am 
s^eral  States^^'  cannot  include*  a  power  to  tfon- 
stiruct  foada  and  canals^  and  to  improve  thenavii* 
gatiqn  of  water-courses,  in  order  to  facilitate^  pno^ 
mote,  and  secure  such  a  comcuerce4  withoui  • 
latitude  of  construction  departing  froni  the  ordinsH 
rj  import  of  the  tenms^  strengthened  bj  the  Imowvi 
mqonveniences  which,  doubtless  kd  to  the  grant  dl 
this  remedial  power  to  Congress. 
«  To  i!e£sr  tne  power  in  ^jesfion  toi  the  cJaase

wolfaret^  would  be  contrary  to  the"  estabfisb^d  anil

tnderst<K>d  to  belofig  to  them ;  the  terns  ^  com- 
t^pn  defence  and  general  welfare"  eiDbraoiiig 
every  objeat  and  act  within  tbe;  purview  of  a  leg^ 
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lativo  trust.  It  would  have  the  effect  of  subject* 
ing  both  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  several 
^States,  in  all  cases  not  specifically  exempted,  to  be 
superseded  by  laws  of  Congress ;  it  being  ex- 
presslj  declared  ^  that  the  Consitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  laws  made  in  pursuance  there- 
of, shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  ttie  land,  and  the 
judges  of  every  State  shall  be  bound  thereby,  any 
thing  in  the  constitution  or  laws  of  any  State  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.^'  Such  a  view  of 
the  constitution,  finally,  would  have  the  effect  of 
excluding  the  judicial  authority  of  the  United 
Stales  from  its  participation  in  guarding  the 
boundary  between  the  legislative  powers  of  the 
general  and  the  State  governments ;  inasmuch  as 
questions  relating  to  the  general  welfare  being 
questions  of  policy  and  expediency,  are  unsuscep- 
tible of  judiciah  cognizance  and  decision. 

A  restriction  of  the  power  "  to  provide  for  the 
common  defence  and  general  welfare,^'  to  cases 
which  are  to  be  provided  for  by  the  expenditure 
€i  money,  would  still  leave  within  the  legislative 
power  of  Congress,  all  the  great  and  most  im- 
portant measures  of  government;  money  being 
the  ordinary  and  necessary  means  of  carrying  them 
into  execution. 

If  a  general  power  to  construct  roads  and  canals^ 
and  to  improve  the  navigation  of  water-courseSf 
with  the  train  of  powers  incident  thereto,  be  not 
possessed  by  Congress,  the  assent  of  the  States  in 
the  mode  provided  in  the  bill  cannot  confer  the 
power.  The  only  cases  in  which  the  consent  and 
cession  of  particular  States  can  extetid  the  power 
of  Congress,  are  those  specified  and  provided  tor 
ID  the  constitution. 

I  am  not  unaware  of  the  great  importance  of. 
roads  and  canals,  and  the  improved  navigation  of 
water-courses ;  and  that  a  power  in  the  national

legislature  to  provide  for  them  might  be 
with  sij^nal  aavantage  to  the  general  prosperity. 
But  seeing  that  sucn  a  power  is  not  expressijf 
given  by  the  constitution ;  and  believing  that  it 
cannot  be  deduced  from  any  part  of  it  without  an 
inadmissible  latitude  of  construction,  and  a  reli- 
ance on  insufficient  precedents;  believing  also 
thilt  the  permanent  success  of  the  constitution  de- 
pends on  a  definite  partition  of  powers  between 
the  general  and  the  State  government,  and  that  no 
adequate  land-marks  would  be  left  by  the  con- 
fitruttive  extension  of  the  powers  of  Congress,  as 
proposed  in  the  bill,  I  nave  no  option  but  to 
withhold  my  signature  from  it ;  and  to  cherishing 
the  hope  that  its  beneficial  objects  may  be  attain- 
ed by  a  resort  for  the  necessary  powers,  to  the 
same  wisdom  and  virtue  in  the  nation  wtich  estab- 
lished the  constitution  in  its  actual  form,  and  pro- 
vidently marked  out,  in  the  instmment  itself,  a  safe 
and  practicable  mode  of  improving  it,  as  expe- 
rience might  Vggest.

Gentlemetit 

Beibre  I  perform  the  last  duty  of  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  House,  I  will  ayail  mjaelf  of  the  occasion  to 
make  mj  respectful  acknowledgments  for  the  flattering  ex- 
pression of  favourable  opinion  which  has  been  recently  made, 
and  which  was  rendered  more  interesting  bj  the  quarter  from 
which  it  proceeded.  Next  to  the  approbation  of  one's 
own  conscience,  and  one's  country,  that  of  the  immediate 
representatives  of  the  people  must  ever  be  most  acceptable. 
But  I  feel,  that  in  the  instance  of  that  just  bestoWtd  on  me» 
1  am  more  indebted  to  the  kindness  than  to  the  justice  of  the 
House.  For  I  am  quite  sensiblei  that  in  the  course  of  my 
administration  of  the  duties  of  the  chair,  called  upon,  as  I 
frequently  was,  promptly  to  decide  complicated  and  embar- 
rasung  questions,  as  they  suddenly  arose,  I  must  have  com- 
mitted many  errors.  And  if  I  have  been  able,  in  any  degree, 
to  satbfy  the  just  expectations  of  the  House,  it  .is  owing  to 
that  liberal  support  which  has  been,  on  all  sides,  generously 
accorded  ne.    < 

In  legislation  there  are  three  periods  of  extraordinary  dif- 
ficulty, and  requiring  peat  fortitude.  The  first  is  that  which 
immediately  precedes  a  war,  and  in  which  preparation  is 
made  for  the  event  The  second,  that  which  accompanies 
the  war;  and  the  third  that  which  immediately  follows  the 
war.  During  the  two  first,  however,  there  were  animating 
circumstances  always  existing,  which  invigorated  the  legia> 
Jative  function*  During  the  last,  the  stimulus  is  gone,  and 
being  replaced  by  relaxation,  the  legislator  needs  more  for- 
titude. He  has  to  survey  the  whole  fabric  of  the  State ;  to 
accommodate  it  to  the  new  circumstances  in  which  it  is 
placed ;  to  provide  a  revenue  for  redeeming  the  debt  of  the 
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war;  to  retrenchy  and,^  by  tbe  reduction  of  the  establish- 
meiits,  to  dismiss  from  the  serrice  of  tbe  country  many  of 
tboae  who  baye  nobly  contributed  to  sustain  its  glory. 

It  has  been  your  lot,  gentlemen,  to  be  cast  in  the  last  of 
the  three  periods  mentioned.  And  I  take  great  pleasure, 
regardless  of  the  motives  which  may  be  ascribed  to  me,  in 
testifying  to  the  patience,  the  diligence,  and  the  zeal  which 
you  have  manifested  in  the  public  service.  I  am  greatly  de- 
ceived if,  as  the  result  of  your  labours,  at  no  distant  day» 
there  will  not  be  acknowledged  to  have  been  laid  by  you, 
the  deepest  foundations  of  the  national  prosperity.  That 
you  may  long  continue  to  live  to  witness  and  to  participate
